! ni association has its 1,524 members 
classified into two groupings, active 
and inactive members. Those mem­ 
bers of the association who pay 
their dues each year are included in 
the active membership grouping of 
the association. Those members of 
the association who do not pay their 
dues each year are on the inactive 
list of the alumni association. 
In 
the selection of officers, committee­ 
men. and class representatives, the 
active alumni list is given preference 
over the inactive list. 
This policy 
tile executive committee 
of

alumni council tries to carry out as 
strictly as it is within reason to do 
so. 
Any inactive member of the asso­ 
ciation who wishes to become an ac­ 
tive member need only pay his dues 
lur the current year and he then 
automatically 
becomes 
an

member for one year with ail the 
rights and privileges such a mem­ 
bership gives him. 
The association is experiencing 
several innovations since the adop­ 
tion of the new constitution last No­ 
vember. 
The new constitution is 
patterned largely after the constitu­ 
tion of the Gettysburg college alum­ 
ni association. 
In accordance with 
the new constitution the association 
has been divided into two groups: 
(1) the association proper with its 
1,524 members, active and inactive;

H ie class representatives are 
elected to hold office for five year’s 
by the members of their respective 
classes. The president of the senior 
class of Gettysburg high school au­ 
tomatically becomes vice president 
of the alumni association for one 
year and the representative of his 
class for the first five years after 
graduation. 
The class representatives

their five-year membership give to 
the alumni council u conservative 


officers and the standing committee 
members, changing each year. give 
new blood and energy to the admin­ 
istrative unit. 
The executive committee of the 
alumni council, the second division 
of the alumni council, is the work­ 
ing group of the association. 
It 
was created by the constitution to 
take care of the business of the as­ 
sociation when the alumni council is 
not in session. It depends upon the 
alumni council for the ratification. 
This committee is composed of the 
five officers of the association and 
the chairmen of the six standing 
committees, a total of ll members, 
who direct the affairs of the asso­ 
ciation. 
Thus the association is governed 
by an administrative unit of 98 
members who compose the alumni 
council, which, in turn, Is the rati­ 
fying authority for the executive 
committee of ll members.
